FORGERY COUNT 
AS TERM ENDS 


Leo Nace, East Berlin R. 2. was 


found guilty of a 
Tuesday afternoon 
county jury that 
only ten minutes. 


forgery

Nace was committed to the Ad- 


ams county jail January 12 and has 
been there since. He will receive 
sentence on the forgery charge Sat- 
urday. 


Removed to the county jail here 


after serving an 11-month sentence 
in Franklin county on a false pre- 
tense charge after completing a 
three-year term in Western peni- 
tentiary on larceny and forgery 
charges, Nace has been in prison 
most of the time since the forgery 
charge in Adamsreounty was laid 
against him in 1939 by Private Jo- j 
seph F. Bushey, of the state police, 
then stationed here. 


Nace was charged with forging 


the name of William C. Decker, then 
proprietor of a garage near Aspers, 
on a check for $590 given to Her- 
man Shives, Mercersburg. 


Term Of Court Ends 


At the time he was brought here 


early this month for commitment, 
Nace told Justice of the Peace John 
H. Basehore and Chief of Police 
Glenn Guise that he could not write 
at the time he was said to have 
committed the forgery. 
On the 


witness stand Tuesday however he 
reversed his story about learning to 
write when confronted with wit- 
nesses who were said to have known 
that he was able to write prior to 
that time. He was one of the first 
persons to take the witness stand 
in Adams county court in recent 
years who refused to swear to the 
truth of the statements he was to 
make. He took the alternate pro- 
cedure of affirming to the truth of 
his statements. 


A settlement has been reached in

assumpsit suit brought against Sam- 
uel Weiner and Celia Weiner, Lit- 
tlestown, it was stated in court. 
The Nace case thus became the 
last trial before the court in its 
January term.

Washington, Jan. 26 (AP)—The 


National War Labor board was ac- 
cused by a special House committee 
today of violating the constitution 
by requiring maintenance-of-union 
membership clauses in contracts be- 
tween workers and employers. 


The committee, set up to investi- 


gate "acts of executive agencies be- 
yond the scope of their authority," 
declared in a blistering report to 
the House that the constitution can 
not be suspended by the president or 
his agents "merely because a state 
of war exists." 


If the Labor Board's "autocratic 


challenge to constitutional author- 
ity remains unanswered and un- 
remedled," the report said, "it will 
imperil our present economic sys- 
tem and will mark the transition of 
our government from one of laws 
to one of men." 


Five of Seven Signed 


Five of the seven committee mem- 


bers 
including Chairman Smith 


(D-Va.) signed the report. A dis- 
senting opinion was filed by Repre- 
sentatives Voorhis of California and 
Delaney of New York, Democrats, 
who held the Board "has not ex- 
ceeded authority duly granted to it 
by Congress itself.". 


Signing the majority report with 


Smith were Representatives'Peter- 
son (D-Ga.), Hartley (R-N. J.), Jen- 
nings (R-Tenn.), and Hoffman (R- 
Mich.).

Allied Headquarters, Algiers, 


Jan. 26 (AF)— U.S. troops have 
stormed across the Rapido 
river hi renewed battle for Cas- 
sino—already entered by pa- 
trols, field dispatches said—and 
Fifth army invasion forces be- 
low Rome have speared deeper 
against "increasing resistance," 
it was announced today. 


The Nazis apparently were 


pulling units back from the Cas- 
sino front to meet the great 
threat to their rear. 


It now seems certain the in- 


vasion thrust has at least cut 
the Appian way, and seriously 
threatens the remaining Cas- 
sino-Rome 
highway, 
perhaps 


having it under artillery fire. 


American combat units are 


advancing through minefields 
north of Cassino after a second 
crossing of the Rapido river, a 


headquarters officer declared. 
Headquarters said it had no in- 


formation that Caibino yet had been 
taken. 


Light Resistance 


French troops north of the bastion 


town were forced from Mt. Groce 
by bitter Nazi counterattacks, with 
close fighting continuing. 


While the Germans threw in- 


creasing opposition against the in- 
vasion, troops who landed in the 
Nettuno-Anzio areas, an Allied offi- 
cer said this resistance still was 
"comparatively light." 


(Caiiu radio sald-the Allies were- 


19 miles from Rome.) 


The troops were spurred by an- 


other visit from Lt.-Gen. Mark W. 
Clark, Fifth army commander, who 
expressed satisfaction with their 
progress. 


German planes struck at the sea 


armadas, and an official announce- 
ment declared Nazi bombers had 


attacked three hospital ships well 
outside the invasion zone, sinking 
one of them. All three «-erc lighted 
and carried Red 'Cross markings. 


Pound Supply Lines 


Allied planes in powerful numbers 


concentrated on slashing at enemy 
supply routes and troops between 
the Fifth army front and the new 
beachhead, and the main line be- 
tween Florence and Rome, which 
the Germans must use to get rein- 
forcements to the Rome area. 


The Allies flew 1,100 sorties over 


the beachhead-yesterday, compared 
with 60 by tti» TTa^s- An American 
naval officer said the enemy attacks 
were causing "some trouble" how- 
ever. 


He disclosed that Allied warships, 


including French, had heavily bom- 
barded the road between Terracina 
and Formia by daylight Monday, 
and made diversionary bombard- 
ments along, the coast.

Buenos Aires, Jan. 26 (AP)—Ar- 


_;entma severed diplomatic relations 
with Germany and Japan today to 
omplete belatedly a solid stand by 
he western hemisphere against' the 
Axis. 


The last of 21 republics in the 


Americas to break off relations with 
Germany and Japan, Argentina an- 
nounced the action after a long 
night of conferences among leaders 
of the government of President Gen. 
Pedro Ramirez. 


While these discussions were in 


progress, it also was revealed today, 
jolice were busy rounding up many 
jersons—some reported to be mem- 
>ers of Argentine society—in an ex- 
tensive espionage ring which has 
>een operating in the country. 


Ambassadors To Leave 


President Ramirez himself ar- 


ranged to broadcast his government's 
decision to the people. 


Following Ramirez' signing of the 


decree ending relations, it was an- 
nounced that the German and Japa- 
nese ambassadors would be handed 
their passports immediately. 


The action today, two years after 


most of the Latin American countries 
had cut their connections with the 
Axis, followed an announcement 
ast week of the arrest by the Brit- 
ish of an A r g e n t i n e consul 
when his boat stopped at Trinidad 
enroute to Europe. 


The consul, Osmar Alberto Hel- 


muth, was on his way to Barcelona, 
Spain, when he was removed from 
the boat and charged with spying. 


Many Arrested 


Acting on evidence supplied by 


British authorities, Argentina began 
rounding up numerous persons im- 
plicated in the ring. 


(Montevideo dispatches said the 


espionage ring had been working in 
close touch with the German and 
Japanese embassies in Buenos Aires 


(Subversive activities, apparently 


originating in Argentina, were held 
responsible by the United States 
Britain and other countries for the 
overthrow of the Bolivian govern- 
ment in December. Argentina alone 
has seen fit to recognize the new 
Bolivian regime headed by Maj 
Gualberto Villarroel.

MacArthur Receives Third 


DSM On His 64th Birthday

New Guinea, Jan. 26 (AP)—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt awarded General 
Douglas MacArthur the Dis- 
tinguished Service medal for suc- 
cesses in New Guinea and New 
Britain on the southwest Pacific 
commander's 64th birthday today. 


The President said in his citation 


that MacArthur had "established 
his forces in positions favorable for 
continuation of offensive 
opera- 


tions" in the war to drive the Jap- 
anese from their island bas^s in this 
sector. 


The medal was awarded on behalf 


of the president by Maj. Gen. Rich- 
ard J. Marshall, deputy chief of 
staff, on MacArthur's return from 
inspecting American troops in north- 
ern Australia. 


Secretary of War Stimson mes- 


saged "my warm good wishes to 
you upon the occasion of your birth- 
day and congratulations to you and 


all ranks of your command on your 
success in aggressively beating the 
Jap to the draw at every point. 
You are carrying the battle to him 
and hitting him where It hurts most. 
We are actively behind you in your 
present offensive." 


General Henry H. Arnold, com- 


manding general, U. S. Army Air 
Forces, sent his birthday congratula- 
tions to MacArthur with the wish 
that "the coming months bring you 
great satisfaction and the reward 
of a succession of victories on the 
road to Japan." 


There were messages, too, from 


Australia's Governor-general, Lord 
Gowrie, and Prime Minister, John 
Curtin; President Manuel Quezon of 
the exiled Philippine "government: 
Nelson T. Johnson, U. S. minister 
to Australia, Army commanders 
and others.

WLB Flayed By House

Building In Sands 


One of the most significant things 


in connection with this development 
is the solidarity of the United States 
and Britain on the question. There 
is a school which has thought that 
because of American and British 
rivalry for South American trade 
these two great powers might not 
stand together on political issues 
of the Western hemisphere—that 
Britain always would be open for 
South American trade even if the 
United States was not. 


That's an argument, not founded

and extend the class. 
Tile course 
is the second O ut- of-School Youth 
and Adults class to be held at F air­ 
field, with a .similar course conduct­ 
ed there last year. 
At Fairfield Tuesday evening one 
group was engaged in oiling a re­ 
built machine. 
Another group was 
taking apart a corn planter pre­ 
paratory to cleaning, repairing and 
rebuilding it. A num ber of the men 
were working on a drag harrow, 
adding 
needed 
parts. 
Two men 
were engaged in fitting new handles 
to a plow and another m an was 
painting a reconditioned plow. Be­ 
tween times the m en would w*eld 
parts th at needed th at type of re­ 
pair. 
Among the machines renovated at 
Fairfield so far are two grain drills, 
an orchard 
harrow', horse draw n 
plow, the corn planter and m any 
smaller articles.

ment.

This brief space has never been 


devoted to controversial subjects. It 
has been dedicated from the very 
first to talks that might give hope, 
comfort and cheer to every reader. 


I would like to depart from this 


object, at least this once, however, 
and ma!"* a few statements that I 
believe concern every lover of demo- 
cratic ideals on this side of the 
world. I have long been a student 
of history and concerned with the 
events that have shaped the course 
of history.

Jan. 26 (AP)—Report­ 
ing surveys show’ large percentages 
of Pennsylvanians are eating diets 
deficient in iron and other blood- 
building essentials, the State Health

warned such diets result in nutrl 
tional anemia in many cases.

Washington. Jan. 26 (AP)—An- 


other year of record high income is 
in prospect for American farmers 
regardless of subsidy developments. 


Barring unusually bad weather, 


farmers in 1944 will sell as many or 
more products at higher prices on 
the average than in 1943. The War 
Pood 
Administration 
has 
asked 


farmers to plant 380 million acres— 
16 million more than were planted 
in 1943—with a larger proportion de- 
voted to food crops. 


The huge war demand for foods 


and fibers is expected to be larger 
than ever. Military food needs will 
be greater and relief shipments will 
increase as territories in Europe, 
are liberated. Moreover, while war 
continues in Europe the food buying 
power of American civilians should 
be about as large as in 1943.

Even after the defeat of Germany, 


farm income should remain high 
because of the enormous food de- 
mands of half-starved millions in 
western Europe and in Russia. Agri- 
cultural experts believe these needs 
will offset any decrease in our civ- 
ilian food buying whicli might re- 
sult from a slump in employment 
while industry is being partially con- 
verted to peace production. 


Although most farm pnces are 


now subject to ceilings, directly or 
indirectly, some increases in 1944 
are likely in the way of offsets to 
rises in farm production costs. Econ- 
omists expect the price trend to be 
slightly upward even if subsidy pay- 
ments are being made on a large 
scale. 


The price of things that farmers
